THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry, in the County of Rocking- 
ham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Londonderry on Tuesday the eighth day of March next 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. l’o raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for the repair of roads and 
bridges, for Memorial Day, and forany articles embraced in 
this warrant. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the suppression of the Brown Tail Moths. 


4. -To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for High School Tuition. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for State Highways. 


6. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise to repair the Town Hall. 
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7. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of two 
hundred dollars for the purpose of printing and preserving 
the early Town records, said appropriation to be used in 
connection with the sums already voted by Derry and 
Windham for the same purpose, and to continue the work 
begun with the appropriation made Mar. 15, 1905. 


8th. To see if the Town will vote to accept a_ legacy 
of three hundred dollars ($300) given by Orra A. R. Coburn, 
deceased, in her last will, to said Town in trust, the income 
of which is to be expended annually by said Tcwn in taking 
care of the Daniel G. Coburn burial lot, and of the monu, 
ment thereon, situated in Sunny Side Cemetery in said Lon- 
donderry,and in cutting the grass once each year on said lot- 
and in keeping said lot in good shape and in keeping the 
headstones standing erect of the following named persons, to 
wit: Isaac Coburn and his wife, Sarah Coburn, Joel Coburn 
and his wife Harriet F. Coburn, Hannah Coburn aad Martha 
Coburn, who are buried in said Cemetery, and in cutting the 
grass on the lots in,which they are buried once each year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The Chairman of your school board would report to you 
at this time much good work accomplished by teachers and 
pupils throughout the year. 

Much thought has been given to this question: How can 
a desire to study be aroused in the children? This certainly 
seems a very difficult problem for both school board and 
teachers to solve,not only in Londonderry but throughout the 
whole country. 

It would seem to your school board that support of the 
teachers by the parents would help the best interests of out 
schools in a great degree. Visit the schools, invite the tea- 
chers to your home that you may become acquainted with 
her, and support her in every way possible, by uniting your 
efforts with hers for the better education of your children. 

It has been our policy to retain teachers whenever pos- 
sible and when a change has been necessary, to obtain the 
best teachers available. 

We would call special attention to Article 12 in the 
school warrant, and trust at the Town School Meeting, after 
discussion, it will be thought advisable to adopt this article 
and secure the service of a Superintendent. 

Under the laws of 1909, Chap. 88, Section 2, the school 
board is required to state in detail the sums of money which 
will be required during the ensuing fiscal year: They are as 
follows: 

t Amount of money for text books, $150.00. 
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2 Amount of money for scholars supphes, $150.00. 

32 Amount of money for flags and appurtenances, $25.00. 

4 Amount of money for High School and Academy 
tuition, $700.00. 


Most of our school houses are in fairly good repair, while 
others need a thorough renovating. New seats and desks 


are certainly needed in school houses 7 and 9. 

Special attention of the parents is called to Section 2, 
Article 3, of the session laws of 1909. 

“To all towns having an equalized valuation per pupil 
of $3000 or more and less than $4000, the sum of $1.25 per 
school week for every 25 pupils or major part thereof, of 
average attendance for the year next proceeding.” 

It is, therefore, for the interest of every tax paver that 
we get all children of school age into school and insist upon 
regular attendance. ‘The parent who detains a child at 
home who ought to be in school is taking just so much out of 
the district.” 

Early in June Mrs. Nellie F. Gould’s resignation was 
accepted, not however, without a feeling of ereat loss, as 
Mrs. Gould was a lady of marked ability, a teacher of merit, 

nd was especially fitted to advise and direct the schools in 
her section of the town. 

After conferring with the State Superintendent it was 
decided not to fill the vacancy, unless required to do so, in 
accordance with the usual custom when a vacancy on the 
school board has occurred. 

On account of Mrs. Gould’s resignation, your chairman, 
having direct charge of schools Nos. 1, 5 and g, also took 
charge of schools Nos. 6, 7 and 8, and will report these 
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schools to you in detail, while Mr. Avevy will report the 
three schools under his supervision, Nos. 2, 3 and 4. 

School No. 1 was fortunate indeed in retaining the ser- 
vices of Miss Esther Palmer who continued the excellent 
work begun the previous year. Too much cannot be said in 
praise of her thoroughness. 

School No. 5 has been taught throughout the year by 
Miss Fannie M. Still. Miss Still is to be congratulated upon 
her ability, in at once securing the cooperation of the par- 
ents and scholars, which was shown by the marked improve- 
ment during the year. Many of her classes at the examina- 
tion, though small, would compare well with any in town. 

School No.6 has been most successfully taught during 
the year by Miss Hattie G. Magoon, who, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Gould at the beginning of the spring term, con- 
tinued to direct the pupils along the same lines during the 
year with excellent results. 

School No. 7 was taught during the Spring term by 
Miss Maude Mansfield, a ere much liked by parents and 
pupils of this district. 

The Fall and Winter terms were under the direction of 
Miss Edith Grant who came well recommended as a teacher 
of merit and ability and who fully sustained this reputation. 
The general exercises and the brightness of the school make 
a favorable impression on visitors. 

School No. 8 was taught during the Spring term by Mrs. 
Marion Watts, a teacher who has obtained excellent results 
in the school,!and one whom the district was sorry to 
lose. 

The Fall and Winter terms were under the instruction 
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of Miss Pearl Reid, who at once obtained the respect and 
confidence of parents and pupils, and it was evident that 
great care and attention had been given to all the studies. 

School No. 9 was taught during the Spring term by Miss 
Etta Dickey with entire satisfaction to all. The school 
throughout the term was a model one and we regret exceed- 
ingly that we were unable to retain her services for the re- 
mainder of the year. 

Under the direction of Miss Nellie Merrill school No. 
g continued to do good work. It was a noticeable fact that 
her pupils responded most kindly to her efforts in their be- 
half. One of the remarkable features of this school is the 
talent shown by most of the pupils in drawing. 

School No. 2 was taught by Miss Mina A. Boyd the 
three terms, and although there has been some dissatisface 
tion, we think the school has made good progress, and we 
would like at this timeto call the attention of all parents to 
the great need of constant and punctual attendance of pu- 
pils, and earnestly ask your support and cooperation in this 
matter. : 

School No. 3 was taught by Miss Marion H. Barrett, 
and we think very good work has been done. ‘Three schol- 
ars have passed the examination for the high scheol at 
Nashua the past year. 

School No. 4 the Spring term was taught by Miss Pearl 
A. Reid, and as she desired a larger school, she was ex- 
changed to No. Sand the Fall and Winter term was taught 
by Miss Gwendolyn Woodbury of Manchester, and we 
think good work was done. Much credit is due Miss Wood- 
bury as this was her first experience as a teacher.
